Letts have been landed at Libau 
from British warships and will at- 
tack the flank of Colonel Avaloff- 
Bermondt’s troops. 


RIGA SUFFERS

Berlin, October 12.—No ships are 
being permitted to leave Kiel, ac- 
cording to The Vossische Zeitung, 
which adds that Stettin ship own- 
ers have sent wireless dispatches 
to vessels at sea to return imme- 
diately to Stettin or go to the near- 
est port.

Stettin, Germany, October 12.—De- 
mands that German ships on the 
Baltic be recalled to their home 
ports and that al] others be forbid- 
den to leave were received by the 
German government in a telegram 
from London, according to The 
Abendpost of this city. The telegram 
is quoted as fe'lows: 

“Owing to the attack on Riga, 
free passage permits are provi- 
sionally withdrawn for all German 
ships in the Baltic. All ships in the 
Baltic must be recalled and no other 


ships must be permitted to put outf 


to sea as long vs this prohibition 
remains in force. Ships encountered 
in the Baltic are subject to seizure 
by the allies.” 

The newspaper says this telegram 
has been transmitted to “the au- 
thorities concerned” at Gerr . Bal- 
tic ports. In another article The 
Abendpost asserts the entente poyw- 
ers have re-established a “small 
blockade” of Germany. 


LETT AUTHORITIES 
FLED FROM RIGA. 

Stockholm, October 12.—Authori- 
ties of the Lettish government left 
Riga before the Germano-Russian 
forces took the place, being now at 
Rodenpois station, and Esthonian 
troops are engaged in the fighting 
east of the Duna river, according to 
an official statement issued by Es- 
thonian headquarters yesterday. 
Riga has been bombarded by the at- 
tacking forces. Bridgeheads east of 
the river are still being held by 
Lettish troops, it is said. The state- 
ment follows: 

“The Lettish government has left 
Riga and is now established at Ro- 
denpois station. Lettish troops, act- 
ing on orders, crossed the Duna, 
blew up the bridges and took up po- 
sitions on the bridgeheads with 
their artillery, leaving guards at 
the bridges. The Germans are bom- 
barding Riga with artillery and air- 
planes. Our armored trains are re- 
plying to the fire.” 


Rodenpois does not appear on any 
available maps, but it is probable 
it is not far from Wenden, which 
is about twenty-five miles east of 


Riga. 
GERMANY WAITING 


FOR ALLIED NOTE. 

London, October 12.—A wireless 
dispatch from Berlin dated Satur- 
day says Marshal Foch’s reply to 
the German note regarding’ the 
evacuation of the Baltic provinces 
is expected momentarily. 

A majority of the newspapers, the 
dispatch adds, considers the measures 
Germany has taken will be regarded 
as inadequate. They express the 
fear that a “hungry policy” will be 
introduced to punish Germany for 
the developments in the Baltic. 

Some newspapers assert that the 
Baltic question has nothing to do 
with present events; that the Bal- 
tic national committee at Riga has 
declared itself neutral regarding 
the fighting between the Letts and 
the Russians and that the Baltic 
land defense forces took no part 
in the attack on Riga.

Virginia Dioceses Serve 
Notice They Will Bolt 
If Further Attempt Is 
Made to Revise Book of 
Common Prayer. 


Detroit, Mich., October 12.— 
Breach of unity, possiblv amounting 
to schism, in the body of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal church in Amer- 
ica, may resuit if further attemp: 
to revise the prayer book is made 
in the present triennial general con- 
vention, according to opinion ex- 
pressed by many leading church 
men attending. 

There is noted a distinct lining up 
of delegates in the house of depu- 
ties for and against revision, with 
the controversy centerinzg about the 
attitude of the delegations from the 
three Virginia dioceses. Both cler- 
ical and lay delegates from Virginia 


have made plain their determination 


to “fight to the last ditch,” against 
further revision of the devotional 
service, and, it is said, their stand 
is having strong influence on other 
southern delegations. 

“The general convention ha. gone 
as far as it can on revision of the 
book of prayer,” said one Virginian 
today. “If an attempt is made to 
force the issue on the reservation 
of the sacrament and it is success- 
fully pushed the Virginia delegation 
will meet the situation. The Vir- 
ginia church was out of the gen- 
eral convention four years (the civil 
war) and successfully stood a; an 
autonomous church body. If nec- 
essary we can stand alone again.” 

The Virginia delegates, opposing 
the changes state that the proposed 
revisions tend toward what they 
designate “high church” practices. 

Prominent among the Virginia 
representation in the convention are 
Roswell Page, of Beaverdam, broth- 
er of Thomas Nelson Page, former 
ambassador to Italy, and who rep- 
resents the church in Europe; Dr. 
Cc. V. Bryan, of Petersburg: John 
Stewart Bryan, of Richmond; Rev. 
William B. Smith, of Winchester, 
and Dr. W. Russell Bowiefi of Rich- 
mond.

Col. E. M. House, 
Wilson Adviser, 
Back From Paris 


The Colonel Seems “Very 
Sick Man” to Newspaper 
Men, But Friends Say 
He Is Better — House 
Has “Nothing to Say.” 


— 


New York, October 12.—Colonel E. 
M. House, personaladviserto Presi- 
dent Wilson at the Paris peace confer- 
ence, arrived here today on the 
transport Northern Pacific suffering 
fro ma slight attack of grippe. Col- 
onel House spent nearly a year in 
Paris, where he has been represent- 
ing President Wilson in the supreme 
council since the latter’s return 
home. 

With Colonel House were his 
wife, Commander William McLean, 
his personal physician, and several 
others who have been members of 
the colonel’s party at Hotel Crillon. 

The colonel would make no state- 
ment regarding nis health except 
that he rarely left his stateroom 
during the trip from Brest, and 
that several times while at sea his 
personal physician called in Captain 
E. J. Lee, the ship’s surgeon, for 
consultation. Following these con- 
sultations it was stated that Col- 
onel House was suffering from a 
“slight attack of grippe.” 

Seemed “A Very Sick Man.” 

While newspaper men who were 
admitted to the ship’s saloon for a 
short interview with the colonel 
agreed that he seemed to be “a very 
sick man,” several close friends of 
the diplomat expressed delight at 
finding him “looking so well.” 

Gordon Auchinloss, the colonel’s 
son-in-law, who was among those 
awaiting on the pier, later gave out 
a statement from the colonel which 
read: 

“I have nothing to say. Every- 
thing has been said that can be said 
on every vital subject. We should 
now begin to work; work steadily 
and tranquilize.” 

Anxious to reach his home, Colo- 
nel House seemed to be in no mood 
for questioning by the newspaper 
men. Asked if conditions in Eu- 
rope were better, he replied: 

“Yes, at times they are, then 
again it becomes very disappoint- 
ing.’’ 

Asked About Wilson. 

Colonel House asked for the latest 
reports concerning President Wil- 
son’s illness. 

“All I know is from the bulletins 
received daily by wireless from the 
white house,” he added.

How Leather Is Cut.~ 
Most protessionals cut the Jeather 
out of the whole sheepskin and it 
takes quite a knack to do it 
that it will wind properly around 
the shaft of the elub. The cut- 
ting is done with a chisel and 


leather grip- 


When wound, 
After “the cutting the 
is wound around the shaft as 
down as it is expected to go 
there held in place by a tack, 
ends cut off and then tied with 
whipping in a surprisingly tight 
Knot. ‘Lhe top part is cut so that 
one-sixteenth of the shaft shows, 
and the top is rounded with a wood 
file. The leather is secured over 
the nail with several rounds of 
Whipping. Then a heavy mallet is 
taken and the grip is rolled on a 
flat surface until perfectly smooth. 
Of course the strings are shellaced. 
Either side of the leather can be 
used, but the smooth side treated 
with a kind of oil that gives a 
pleasing softness, but does not 
make it greasy, is the most popu- 
lar. Such a grip I have used for 
many years, and any other would 
feel uncomfortable to me. The 
rough side is also used, is 
sometimes very good, especially in 
wet weather, for those who have 
difficulty in getting a firm grip. 
Other Materials Used. 
materials besides 
are used for grips, but rubber 
Stands next in popularity. It is 
very hard to put on and wears out 
easily, but when new it certainly 
feels good. Cork grips have also 
been used; but the whole matter 
of material resolves itself into 
which/is easiest for you to grasp. 
and which will help your sense of 
feeling and touch. Care must be 
exercised not to use material that 
will tear your hands or allow them 
to slip. Then again one ought not 
to employ a grip that is not eas- 
ily duplicated. As to repairing 
grips 1 suggest there is ® certain 
benefit in holding on to a grip, 
when the fingers have molded the 
leather to suit the hand. 
There are many freak grips, all 
with the idea of gaining confidence 
in one’s grip. Some put Knobs on 
the ends of their clubs, and some 
have even put rings of leather and 
listing underneath the leather so 
that their fingers fit into a per- 
fect grip. I remember that Walter 
J. Travis once came to a cham- 
pionship with no grip at all on his 
shaft. He claimed, probably right- 
fully, too, that the wood would give 
him a better sense of touch. 
There are different lengths of 
grips, too, and I have Known play- 
ers who have had the leather run 
all the way down the shaft. I think, 
however, that moderation in this 
as in everything else is best.

This has made possible the 
negotiations now under way for an 
alliance of all parties, excepting 
the extreme socialists in certain 
departments, including the Seine, 
which embraces Paris. 

In Paris a coalition of all 
is under consideration, including the 
new national socialist party made 
up of dissidents and led by Gustave 
Herve, editor of La Victoire, with 
the object of forming a unton ticket 
of candidates for the chamber of 
deputies in order to defeat the so- 
clalists and give the death blow to 
the bolshevist agitation \c‘hich 
Virtually superceded the old social- 
ist program of collectivism. 

The socialists have maintained 
thus far the decision of their con- 
vention to reject alliances with any 
other party, and are excluding even 
some of the important leaders of 
the party who voted in favor of mil- 
itary credits and are not consid- 
ered sufficiently advanced.
